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The  McLaughlin  Planetarium 


When  a quiet-spoken  man  of  medium 
height  and  greying  hair  walked  into  the 
Royal  Ontario  Museum  recently,  and  in- 
quired about  its  desire  for  a planetarium, 
officials  sensed  the  visitor’s  interest  was  more 
than  casual  and  provided  all  the  data  they 
could. 

Several  days  later,  Col.  R.  Samuel 
McLaughlin,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
General  Motors  of  Canada  Ltd.  and  vice- 
president  of  the  General  Motors  Corp.  of 
New  York,  telephoned  the  Museum’s 
director.  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton,  to  say  he 
would  be  happy  to  donate  a million  dollars 
for  the  project.  The  visitor,  he  explained, 
was  his  private  secretary. 

Col.  McLaughlin,  who  at  93  still  plays 
a very  active  part  in  guiding  Canada’s 
automotive  industry,  told  Dr.  Swinton  later 
that  “I  have  long  had  this  project  in  mind 
—in  fact,  ever  since  my  late  friend  Charles 
Hayden  presented  the  city  of  New  York 
with  a planetarium  that  now  bears  his 
name.”  He  went  on  to  say  that  “I  want 
everything  to  be  of  the  highest  order  and 
first-class  in  every  way.” 

President  Claude  Bissell  lost  no  time  in 
translating  those  wishes  into  actions.  Within 
days,  a “user  committee”  was  appointed, 
composed  of  Dr.  Swinton,  Dr.  Donald  A. 
MacRae,  professor  and  associate  head  of  the 
Department  of  Astronomy;  Frank  R.  Stone, 
vice-president  (administration),  and  F.  J. 
Hastie,  the  University’s  superintendent  of 
buildings.  Its  job  is  to  draw  up  detailed 
requirements  for  the  project.  Meanwhile,  the 
University  called  into  consultation  a firm  of 
engineers,  familiar  with  problems  of  plane- 
tarium construction.  It  plans  to  use  them 
for  coordinating  plans  for  construction  of  the 
new  building. 


One  of  the  first  matters  requiring  deci- 
sion, of  course,  is  that  of  a site.  Dr.  Swinton 
points  out  that  the  overwhelming  emphasis 
of  the  planetarium  program  will  be  on  public 
education  and  maximum  accessibility  is  a 
major  consideration.  For  this  reason,  he 
favors  a site  near  the  Museum  but  with 
separate  access.  The  planetarium  would 
then  be  served  by  subways,  street  cars  and 
buses  and  its  prominent  position  would 
continually  remind  the  public  of  its  presence. 

As  for  the  time-scale,  Mr.  Stone  says  the 
University  intends  to  move  with  maximum 
speed.  It  has  been  estimated  that,  once  a 
site  is  available,  construction  of  the  building 
will  take  about  a year.  Optical  firms  have 
assured  the  University  that  the  projector, 
although  a highly  complex  affair,  can  be 
manufactured  in  the  same  period  of  time. 
On  this  basis,  Dr.  Swinton  says  he  will  be 
“very  disappointed”  if  the  planetarium  is  not 
ready  and  functioning  18  months  from  now. 

There  should  not  be  any  problems  in 
keeping  the  instrument  busy.  The  Museum 
expects  nearly  a million  visitors  a year  by 
Christmas,  1966,  and  it’s  thought  that  a 
large  proportion  of  them  will  want  to  see  the 
planetarium. 

The  instrument  will  also  form  a valuable 
addition  to  the  University’s  own  teaching 
facilities.  Dr.  MacRae  points  out  that  the 
number  of  students  opting  for  under- 
graduate astronomy  courses  has  been  more 
than  quadrupled  in  recent  years,  to  the 
point  where  classes  now  total  around  400. 
The  Royal  Astronomical  Society  of  Canada 
would  surely  want  to  make  use  of  the 
facility.  Then  there  are  extension  courses 
and  other  arrangements  made  to  help  the 
Workers’  Educational  Association  and  the 
Armed  Services.

Father  Roland  de  Vaux,  Director,  l’Ecole 
Biblique  et  Archeologique  Francaise  in 
Jerusalem,  will  visit  the  University  this 
month  to  give  two  lectures. 

The  first,  on  January  14,  on  “The  Dead 
Sea  Scrolls  and  Archaeology”,  will  be  given 
at  8.30  p.m.  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Ontario 
College  of  Education,  Bloor  Street  and 
Spadina  Avenue,  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  and  the  Graduate 
Department  of  Near  Eastern  and  Islamic 
Studies. 

The  second,  on  January  15,  will  be  given 
at  4.30  p.m.  in  Carr  Hall,  St.  Michael’s 
College,  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Michael’s 
College  Faculty  of  Theology  and  the  To- 
ronto Graduate  School  of  Theological  Studies. 

Father  de  Vaux  was  one  of  the  first  and 


leading  scholars  associated  with  study  of 
the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls.  He  is  this  year’s 
Charles  Chauncey  Stillman  Guest  Professor 
of  Roman  Catholic  Studies  at  Harvard 
Divinity  School. 

He  was  appointed  professor  at  l’Ecole 
Biblique  in  1934,  and  Director  in  1945.  He 
has  led  archaeological  expeditions  at  Tell 
el-Far’ah,  Jordan  (1946-60),  Qumran  and 
the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  (1949-58),  and  in 
Jerusalem  (1961-63).  The  Jerusalem  exca- 
vations are  a joint  project  with  the  British 
School  of  Archaeology  and  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum  (the  latter  supported  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  Victoria  University,  the 
University  of  Trinity  College,  the  University 
of  St.  Michael’s  College,  McGill  University 
and  Knox  College).

In  the  Toronto  Symphony  Orchestra  sub- 
scription concert  on  November  24,  Walter 
Susskind  conducted  the  premiere  of  Prof. 
Oskar  Morawetz’  “Passacaglia  on  a 
Chorale  by  Bach”,  written  in  memory  of  the 
late  President  Kennedy. 

Prof.  Morawetz’  “Dirge”,  performed  at  the 
last  Prague  Spring  Festival,  has  been  re- 
broadcast on  the  CBC  and  on  several  radio 
stations  in  the  United  States,  including  New 
York,  Chicago,  and  Cleveland. 

Prof.  Ezra  Schabas  lectured  on  “Music 
Teaching,  the  Old  and  the  New”  at  Queen’s 
University  on  December  2. 

The  School  of  Music  mid- winter  practi- 
cal examinations  are  being  held  in  the 
Conservatory  from  January  19  to  22. 

Royal  Ontario  Museum 

Dr.  T.  Cuyler  Young,  Jr.  left  on  Decem- 
ber 18  for  ten  months  of  archaeological 
research  in  Iran  on  a Fulbright  Grant.  He 
will  concentrate  on  surface  survey  work  in 
the  area  of  Iranian  Kurdistan  aimed  at 
locating  a site  suitable  for  a long-range 
excavation  project  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  ROM. 

Dr.  L.  S.  Russell  and  Dr.  A.  G.  Edmund 
attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society 
of  Vertebrate  Palaeontology  at  Gainesville, 
Florida,  at  which  Dr.  Edmund  presented  a 
description  of  the  species  and  geographic 
distribution  of  the  megatherine  ground 
sloths.  Dr.  Edmund  spent  eight  days  at  the 
United  States  National  Museum,  Washing- 
ton, recording  data  on  the  Panama  collec- 
tion of  megatheres.  After  the  meeting,  he 
discovered  two  hitherto  unreported  collec- 
tions of  gigantic  bones  which  will  permit  the 
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description  of  the  North  American  species 
of  Eremotherium.  Previously  it  had  been 
known  only  from  a partial  jaw  and  a 13- 
inch-long  claw. 

Dr.  Russell  and  Dr.  R.  R.  H.  Lemon 
attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Geo- 
logical Society  of  America  at  Miami  Beach, 
Florida.  Dr.  Lemon  also  collected  samples 
of  Pliocene  molluscs  from  newly  opened 
rock  exposures  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee 
area. 

On  December  10,  Dr.  Russell  took  part  in 
the  Council  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Museums  Association,  of  which  he  is  past 
president,  and  presented  plans  for  the 
training  of  museum  personnel  in  Canada. 

The  Department  of  Vertebrate  Palaeon- 
tology has  just  received  an  exact  replica  of 
a large  slab  of  rock  containing  the  skeleton 
of  Coelophysis,  an  ostrich-like,  toothed 
dinosaur  of  Triassic  age  from  New  Mexico. 
It  will  be  placed  on  exhibition  soon. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Wiggins  attended  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Entomological  Society  of 
America  in  Philadelphia.  Visits  were  made 
to  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  History  to 
see  and  discuss  curatorial  procedures  and 
exhibition  techniques. 

Dr.  E.  S.  Rogers  attended  the  Indian- 
Eskimo  Association  Conference  at  London, 
Ont.  The  department  of  ethnology  was 
awarded  a contract  with  the  National 
Museum,  Ottawa,  to  prepare  the  script  for 
the  installation  of  their  new  Eastern  Sub- 
Arctic  gallery.

Appointments 

Appointment  of  Dr.  J.  Edwin  Hodgetts 
as  Professor  of  Political  Science  in  the 
Department  of  Political  Economy  was 
announced  by  President  Claude  Bissell.  The 
appointment  takes  effect  next  July  1. 

Dr.  Hodgetts,  the  outstanding  authority 
on  the  Canadian  Civil  Service,  has  been  on 
Queen’s  University  staff  since  1945,  and  is 
now  Hardy  Professor  of  Political  Science 
and  head  of  the  Department  of  Political 
Studies  there. 

He  is  chairman  of  the  committee  on  grants 
in  aid  of  publications  and  a member  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Social  Science 
Research  Council;  a member  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Ad- 
ministration, International  Political  Science 
Association;  on  the  editorial  board  of  the 
Journal  of  Economics  and  Political  Science 
of  the  Canadian  Political  Science  Associa- 
tion, of  which  he  was  vice-president  in 
1958-59,  and  a Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada. 

Dr.  Hodgetts  is  a graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto,  and  has  a Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Chicago.  He  was  a Rhodes 
Scholar  in  1939. 

Dr.  Gerald  Hodge  has  joined  the  School 
of  Architecture  Division  of  Town  and 
Regional  Planning  as  assistant  professor.  He 
will  mainly  concern  himself  with  the 
regional  side  of  planning  education,  giving 
courses  initially  in  regional  science,  statistics 
and  methods,  and  space-economics.  He  also 
has  experience  in  the  use  of  computers  in 
planning  and  will  be  developing  courses  in 
this  field. 

Born  and  educated  in  Vancouver,  B.C., 
he  obtained  his  bachelor’s  degree  in  the 
University  of  British  Columbia,  and  his 
master  of  city  planning  in  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley,  with  emphasis  in 
regional  planning.  This  interest  was  con- 
tinued at  M.I.T.  Department  of  City  and 
Regional  Planning,  where  he  earned  his 
Ph.D.  for  research  into  statistical  methods 
for  predicting  urban  change  in  farm  trade 
centres  in  the  Great  Plains. 

Dr.  Hodge,  who  is  the  author  of  various 
professional  reports  and  learned  papers,  has 
had  professional  experience  in  his  field  in 
Puerto  Rico,  where  he  helped  prepare  a 
regional  model  for  programming  industrial 
allocations  to  be  an  important  part  of  the 
island-wide  development  plan.  He  has  had 
experience  in  Canada  in  the  preparation  of 
planning  studies  for  the  city  of  Nanaimo 
and  the  Vancouver  Metropolitan  Area.
